WROUGHT IRON FAD. 


t Hod • Brgizmicg In Gemumy In the 


Middle Ages. 


There is no doubt that wrought iron 


s more and more used every yenr iu do- 
mestic economy and decoration. De- 
servedly so. There is nothing that lenda 
tself so easily to the requirements of 
xrth utility and art. Besides, it has an 
ancient and respectable history. 


Germany in the fifteenth century pro- 
need innch wrought iron work of a 
rather special character, such as the 
Tave crosses and sepulchral monuments 
o be seen ia the cemeteries of Nurcm 
)erg. Iron vras also employed for wcOl 
anopies, such a& that iit Antwerp at- 
tributed to Ouentin Matsys. Originally 


blacksmith from Louvam, he came to 
ntwerp to seek his fortune. There, as 
be story ROCS, he fell in love with the 
anghter of a painter, and, to propitiate 
he daughter as well as her father, ex- 
hanged the anvil for the painter's pr.-

END OF THE SIX COMPANIES. 


Thst Powerful Chlneoe Orc*wii»tlon Goc* 


Out of Existence. 


With the Chinese new year, the Sir 


Companies, the jnogfc powerful and rich- 
est Chinese orpauization in America, 
went out of existence. For 11-2 years, 
ever since tho four provincial organiza- 
tions—Niiig Yung, Kong Chow, Hop 
Wo and Sha King, composing the Ze 
Ytip federation—withdrew their active, 
support and formed the Four Companies 
organization, the Six Companies has 
been practically in liquidation. For 
years it was the banker, counselor aud 
diplomatic agent of every Chinaman in 
America while ho lived, the adminis- 
trator of bis estate, guardian of his 
ashes, protector of his relatives and al- 
moner of his alms after his death. 


Its sources of revenue were varied, and 


the sums of money it handled were as- 
tonishing, while some of its methods of 
obtaining money and sonic of the uses 
to which it was puc perhaps would not 
bear inspection. It was tho arbiter of 
differences and quarrels, business and 
personal, between the Chinese through- 
out the country. at"l the agency through 
which the police, aud even the stato de- 
partment, de-alt with that people.
